Thousands of draft registrants 
who have been kept out of the 
army by bad teeth or weak eyes 
will be called into service under 
a new selective service ruling. 
Local boards were directed to 
reclassify men who had been 
deferred. The new standards re­ 
quire only th at a soldier have 
enough teeth, false or natural. 
to eat army food. Tile vision re­ 
quirement was considerably re­ 
laxed.

wartime secrecy, officers indicated 
that about half the cases investi­ 
gated by eight inspectors resulted 
in new 
selectees or 
classification 
corrections.

that he had been divorced His for­ 
mer wife tipped off the board and 
he’s in tile army now.

fronts us.” 
Equal To World War I 
In itself almost equal to the 
nations outlay for World war No. 
I, the colossal new omnibus measure j 
would boost the total of defense 
program 
expenditures 
laid 
down 
thus far for the fiscal years of 
1J41, 1942 and 1943 to the stagger­ 
ing sum of $142,000,000,0(10. 
The 
committee held out some hope the 
war would end before all the money 
was expended. 
The house appropriations commit­ 
tee bluntly declared that “the United 
States had embarked upon the larg­ 
est production of war materials ever I 
undertaken by any nation." It asked 
immediate action. 
The bill would bring the total of 
war appropriations voted since Pearl 
Harbor to $60 for every man, woman 
and child in the United States. It j

Instance, were notified that from out here in the 
sticks where it’s possible to get a little perspective , 
they looked like a bunch of dilettantes fooling away j 
a lot of their time and a lot of the people s money. 
And at the same time the people picked up the idea 
that from Washington they must look like a bunch of 
retarded kiddies who mean well but have- to be kidded 
along to keep them from getting all 
mixed up or; 
something. 
Perhaps that wasn’t the intention, but I 
It was the impression. 
It simmers down to this: That 
the people out in 
the vast reaches of America and the people sand- | 
withed into the overcrowded limits of the District of | 
Columbia are pulling for one another to take u com­ 
pletely adult attitude about the war. Everybody knows j 
things are getting tough and are going to get a lot 
tougher; things are away past the bed-tinv* story 1 
stage 
In the words of a fine radio theme that the 
government put on the air last Saturday night in a 
way to thrill every American, "This is war." 
Probably officials in Washington have seen re­ 
flected in the popular attitude some of the shortcom­ 
ings of their own indifferent leadership. 
Certainly 
the people liave Been something reflected In Wash­ 
ington that gave them the shivering willies about 
their own preparedness to fight the great modern 
battle of survival. 
But the big thing is, everybody 
has had a chance to speak his piece . . . and if the 
United States is what its cracked up to be. that will 
be enough. 
There Is, in the final analysis, only one copy­ 
righted feature about representative democracy—the 
privilege and duty of the people to keep their govern­ 
ment headed in the direction they want it to go. 
They have served notice that they want it to go 
straight to war essentials; that they want it to cut 
oat all the non-essentials for the duration. 
If It 
doesn’t lespond, they’ll have to prod it again. 


TRIBUTE TO A DARING ENEMY 
Tile British never make the error of under-rating 
their German enemy. 
The admiralty’s detailed ac­ 
count of the Channel battle from which the heavy 
German lighting ships Schamhorst and antiserum 
and the cruiser Piinz Eugen escaped is a left-handed 
tribute to the skill and daring of the Nazi high 
command. 
Against extremely long odds and what they knew 
would be relentless and even suicidal attack, the Ger­ 
man navy and air force carried oif a bold maneuver 
which, had it failed, would have constituted a major 
victory for Britain 
Tile theoretical balance of sea 
power has been radically altered as a consequence of 
Germany’s success. 
The battle of the Atlantic, already perilously diffi­ 
cult, will become more difficult. 
Unless the German 
battleships can be sunk when they emerge os raiders, 
or can be held In port by aerial damage, it probably 
will be necessary to divert additional naval strength 
from the Pacific to counter their blows 
Germany 
and its allies have gained much by their latest bold 
maneuver 
It has been demonstrated again that the United 
Nations are being made to seem much weaker than 
they actually are by Axis exploitation ol the initiative 
in almost every instance 
With the exception of a few 
minor raids in Norway and the United States naval 
attack on the Marshall and Gilbert islands, the United 
Nations have sprung no surprise*, created no suspense, 
struck no disconcerting blows 


FAITH IS A FOUNDATION

nation to take an inventory of its faith. 
When war strikes, the faith of a nation becomes 
one of its bulwarks. 
Many of the groat wars of his­ 
tory have been fought in whole or In part in the 
cause of religious freedom and some of the roots of 
the present world conflict are grounded In the oppo­ 
sition of free men to the religious intolerance which is 
a part of th*- Nazi philosophy 
Religion is a comforting thing to millions.

It Is solace to the sorrow­ 
ing. strength for the faltering and a challenge to that 
righteous anger which is always a part of the battle
